GREAT MOUND IS 
BEING RESTORED 


Exploration Work Uncovers. 


Historical Objects. 


Washington C. H., Ohio.—The most 
notable mound of its kind in Amertean, 
the great centrul mound of the Seip 
group oear Bainbridge, hus been ex 
plored, and is now being restored to 
its former shape and size under the 
direction of the Ohio Archeological and 
Historical society, 

Exploration work has been ‘com- 
pleted after four years of effort, and 
the work of restoring it in order that 
it may forever be purt of u state 
owed purk, was started at once. | 

Iu all 99 burial platforms, contain 
ing more than 150 burials, were uncov- 
ered, and in all but a few instances 
the bodies hid heen cremated. 

Discoveries made tn the mound now 
forty part vf ote of the greatest vottec- 
tion of Indian relics in existence, at 
the Ohio State auzesum. 

Notable among the articles taken 
from the Scip mound are quarts of 
freshwater peurls. stil in a fair state 
of preservation; colored cloth, the tiret 
ever removed from a anourid; stone 
uuirblea, beautifully “earved; ene ot 
the largest copper axes ever found. 
welghing 28 pounds; iInuumerable or 
haments of copper, stene, mica and 
obsidian; several 
effigy of a humun being. and strangely 
fashioned copper ornaments. |” 

In restoring the mound no attempt 
will be made to replace the three prt- 
mary mounds as they were privr to 
the exploration, and as ft will be kept 
sodded, no effort will be made to cover 
it with coarse gravel ung stones to 
prevent it’ from disintegrating, as the 
mound builders had done.

fn the Eighth century, emigrated to 
India and made a settlement at San- 
jan, in the neighborhood of ‘Surat. 
Here i ey lived in the Sanjan country 
for some seven hundred years in tran- 
quillity and in full enjoyment of their 
religious rites, under the government 
of the Hindu rajahs of Sanjan, Guz 
erat. 

They chiefly occupied themselves In 
agriculture and industrial pursu'ts. It 
is said that ‘hey not only turned the 
face of the territory they occupied 
from @ dreary jungle.into a fruitful 
garden and made ‘t blossom as the 
rose but they also enjoyed consider.

Aout the time of the discovery of 
America the Hindu rajah’s govern- 
ment, under which they lived, was 
overthrown by.a Mohammedan-Afgan 
conqueror. The Parsees, with a high 
character for fidelity, were loyal to 
the Indian Lings, who had given them 
and their ancestors a welcome when 


.| they had been driven from their own 


Persian homes by the sime foe. They 
gathered their forces, to the standard 
of the rajahs, and proved theriselves 
of, great -vadlor.. The result of the cam- 
paign was; however, one .f disaster, 
They wéfe finaliy dispersed from the 
_ Sanjan gountry and compelled to seek 
new ! homes. in uther ‘parts of Grzerat. 

It was probably some time after this 
event, though there does not seem to 
exist :iny authoritative record of the 
eXact date when the Parsees arrived 
“in Bombay. It may, however, be safely 
sald that their settlement. in that Is- 
land was. some. te e@ berore. Bombay 
was ceded to the British, in 1669, by 
the king of Portugal, as a dowry of 
Catherine, princess of Braganza, who 
became the wife of Charles th: Second 
of Eng!.nd. 

As a sect in Persia they ‘iave disap- 
peared under religious persecutions, 
and uave sunk into ignorance and pov- 
erty, though still preserving a reputa- 
‘tion for honesty, industry, and obedi- 
ence to law superior ys that of other 
Persians. 

Never Absorbed By the Hindus, 

There seems to be uo authoritative

The Parsees of India have been ex- 
ceedingly prosperous and “have stead- 
lly increased in ypumber,’ pow being 
variously estim:.ted™ at about 100 000 
vouls, . | They are most. numerous in 
Bombay.” A few have settled in Ching 


sand remote places in India for the 


purpose..of trade, but these outlying 
settlements do not contain more than 
perhaps 4,C00 people. It fs calculated 
that about 85 per cent of the. Parsees 
in India reside in the Bombay presi- 
dency.. 

On the spread of Mohammedanism. 
to India they became again the sup 
Ject of persecution.. Since the occupa: 
tion of India by the British they have 
fared better, and now form a peace- 
tul, intelligent, wealthy and influential 
comYnunity. ; 

Physically the-"" are tall and erect, 
having remaykably small. bands and 
feet, with facial: features resembling 
the Epropeans. They have a quick- 
ness of action bordering on nervous 
ness, Their hair is jet. black and their. 
eyes are dark. They are. exceedingly. 
polite, kind: and Hospitable, often put- 
ting themselves to gréat inconvenience 
to, accommodate a stranger. 

The Parsees have many. customs 
that differ markedly from those. of 
other peoples, That which taarks.them 
most strongly, perbaps, is their meth- 
od-of, disposal of thelr dead.

UNDER SMITH 


Tammany Administration Shaws 
Average Increase of 40 Per 
Cent During Each Term. 


HIS REGIME 1S COSTLY 


Engineers’ Committee Presents Sur 
vey Showing Results of Ex- 
travagant Government 


NEW YORK.—Taxes in New York 
State have increased an average of 40 
per cent during each of the four terms 
of Alfred E. Smith as Governor, ac 
cording to figures prepared by the 
Engineers’ National Committee.

Since Smith was first elected Gor- 
ernor of New York State (in 1919) 
taxes have almost tripled. During 
the very first year of his first admin- 
istration the state’s taxes jumped 48 
per cent, and during his ontire first 
term the taxes were increased 91 per 
cent, or to a point almost double that 
at the opening of his term, two years 
previous, 

This drastic upward trend was halt- 
ed during the Miller (Republican) 
term, during the first year of which 
taxes were actually reduced by 17 
per cent, or to a point £9 per cent of 
the’ pre-Smith term. Th> reason why 
it was possible for Miller to reduce 
the taxes to near the pre-Smith level 
was on account of fast expansion ex- 
penditures which had bsen authorized 
during the Smith administration and 
which it was imperative to carry out. 
The taxes during the second year’ of 
Miller's term were held practically to 
the’ same level as those of the Srst
